EDWARD LLOYD, LIMITED 
MILLS AT HIGHEST EFFICIENCY 


OVERSEAS COMPETITION 


The Forty-fourth Ordinary General Meeting of Edward Lloyd, 
Limited, was held on May 8 at 4, Salisbury Court, Fleet 
Street, E.C. : 

The Right Hon. Lord Camrose (Chairman of the Company), 

presided. 
The Chairman, in referring to the accounts for the past year, 
drew attention to the decrease in profit of £61,315 14s. 11d. 
This was due, he said, to the big drop in the selling price of 
newsprint for the twelve months under review, coupled with the 
fact that in the same period raw materials had followed the 
upward trend of world prices. 


AUSTRALIA 


While speaking of the Dominions, the Chairman said he would 
like to refer to the visit recently paid to Australia by their 
joint-Managing Director, Mr. E. H. Raynham. 

The object of this visit was not only to secure a renewal of 
contracts with the Australian newspapers, but also to give 
careful study to the actual requirements of these offices. The 
important contracts which Mr. Raynham had brought back was 
ample proof of the confidence which these newspapers continue 
to have in the firm of Edward Lloyd, Limited. 


OVERSEAS COMPETITION 


With regard to immediate prospects, I am sorry to say that 
1934 will be a very difficult year. 

Not only has the cost of our raw materials gone up—and 
many of the other articles which we purchase—but, what is more 
important, through the ruinous competition from overseas, the 
newsprint mills in this country have been obliged to accept a 
much lower price for their pees in order to keep their mills 
running at anything like full capacity. 

Meanwhile, newsprint remains the only manufacturing in- 
dustry in England which is not protected from unfair competi- 
tion. As a consequence, newsprint has been dumped here at a 
price which is below the actual cost of the most efficient and 
modern mills in this country. Foreign mills work much longer 
hours and pay substantially lower wages, and they take full 
advantage of these factors in the price at which they offer their 
newsprint in this market. Neither is there any arrangement 
with producers in other parts of the Empire. With depressed 
conditions and lack of consumption in their natural markets, 
these producers have accepted prices here which are below 
economic values. 

What the newsprint industry means to the English working 
man, apart altogether from the labour directly employed, may 
be gauged from the fact that when our extensions are completed, 
the coal consumed by our mills alone will be approximately 
400,000 tons per annum. The Government recently agreed to 
give certain concessions to the Scandinavian countries on condi- 
tion that those countries purchased a certain percentage of their 
consumption of coal from this country. As a result of this 
agreement the export of English coal to Finland for the first 
three months of this year totals 35,030 tons. In other words, 
therefore, Edward Lloyd, Limited, alone, to say nothing of the 
other newsprint mills in the country, will be using nearly three 
times as much English coal as is being at present shipped to 
Finland in return for important concessions in the way of 
import duties on the goods produced in that foreign country. 
As against this the total import of newsprint into Great Britain 
amounts to nearly 250,000 tons a year. 

The state of things now prevailing has already caused several 
mills in this country to cease making newsprint, some going on 
to other classes of paper, while one is shutting down entirely. 

To show that English makers are not profiteering it is sufficient 
to state that prices in the home market are down to what is prac- 
tically a pre-war figure. Conditions in Canada have improved 
greatly in the last few months, and there is no doubt that higher 
prices will be quoted there at an early date. What the foreign 
makers may do I cannot prophesy; but even with the advan- 
tages which they have in low wages and long hours, they cannot 
go on indefinitely selling newsprint at their present low prices, 


ACCOUNTS 


Turning to the accounts in detail it will be seen that the capital 
account has been increased by the addition of one million £1 
54 per cent. Second Cumulative Preference Shares to which I 
have already referred, and all of which are now fully paid. 

The bank overdraft has been cleared off, and sundry creditors, 
credit balances, and bills payable show a decrease of 
£70,616 148. 9d., due chiefly to the Company having been in a 
position to make cash payments for their raw materials. 

On the assets side of the balance sheet there is an increase of 
£206,235 2s. 8d. in book debts, bills receivable, loans, and ad- 
vance payments. The only other items which call for comment 
are investments and cash which, taken together, are higher by 
£181,949 8s. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

The Seventh Ordinary General Meeting of The British Match 
Corporation, Limited, was held, on May 16, at River Plate 
House, E.C., 

Mr. Clarence E. Bartholomew, 0.B.E. (Chairman and Manag- 
ing Director), in the course of his speech, said : You would not 
wish to proceed to the business of this meeting before recording 
our sense of the grievous loss which we have suffered in the 
passing of our late Chairman. Sir George Paton was a veritable 
prince of industry. His energy, shrewdness and great ability 
alone would have commanded sincere admiration in commercial 
and industrial circles. His broadminded humanity, his con- 
sideration for ‘* the other fellow ’’—to use a favourite phrase 
of his—and his solicitude for his colleagues, the staff and every 
worker in the enterprises which he controlled, evoked feelings 
of affection and personal regard, such as have been enjoyed by 
few men in similar positions. 

The report and accounts which we have the pleasure to 
‘sage will, I trust, be considered satisfactory. The home trade 
as given continued evidence of the value of the goodwill of the 
businesses in which you are interested. Manufacturing methods 
have been steadily improved, and the quality of your British- 
made matches is higher than has ever been known in the indus- 
try in any part of the world. The consumption of matches 
produced by factories in which you are concerned amounts to 
several hundreds of millions per day, a circulation which can 
hardly be equalled by any other commodity, and I should like 
to emphasise that the working conditions in all those factories 
are of the best, and that every reasonable provision is made 
for the well-being of all the employees. 


BRYANT AND MAY’S ANNIVERSARY 


It is, I think, worthy of mention that Bryant and May, Limited, 
has just held its fiftieth annual meeting. It was in 1884 that it 
became a limited company. Although we do not know the actual 
date of its formation, that business is actually approaching its 
centenary. 

With regard to the accounts, the goodwill item is being 

steadily reduced, and, if our proposals are approved, will be 
reduced to £560,000 next year. The holding of Government 
securities represents the investment of the major portion of the 
reserve fund. We wish we could employ it more profitably, but, 
until we find better use for the money, we are sine to know 
that it is safely invested, and that its market value to-day is 
some £8,000 more than is shown in the accounts. The net 
revenue from our subsidiary companies is £11,300 odd higher 
than last year, and represents a gross return of 9-33 per cent. on 
the book value of the investments. 
- Your board is not without anxiety with regard to the invest- 
ment in Brazil. A large part of that investment was made at a 
time when the milreis was worth nearly three times its present 
exchange value. We still have confidence in the future of that 
wonderful country, but desperate measures of taxation and com- 
plications of exchange have upset all the conservative calcula- 
tions on which the investment was based. Some amounts are 
now being received from the milreis accumulated there, but at a 
much higher cost to our Brazilian friends than could have been 
anticipated when the money was advanced. 

During the last year I have been able to pay visits to Brazil, 
Canada and South Africa. Apart from the currency difficulty 
in Brazil, I can assure you that your interests in the countries 
[ have named are in excellent haan. 

I would assure you that your board is constantly studying 
everything which may affect the industry in which you have 
invested your money, and we have confidence in the future. 

The report was unanimously adopted.

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Our Overseas Trade in April (Page 741) 

All-round expansion is shown as compared with 
April of last year, except in imports of food, drink 
and tobacco. ‘Total imports increased by 10 per 
cent., those of raw materials rising by 32 per cent. 
and imports of manufactures by 18 per cent. Ex- 
ports of United Kingdom goods increased by 14 per 
cent. and exports of imported merchandise by 42 per 
cent. The general decline in the value of trade in 
April as compared with March may be attributed 
largely to the shorter month. 


Distribution of Our Overseas Trade (Page 746) 

Imports into the United Kingdom from British 
countries in the first quarter of 1934 amounted in 
value to 89-21 per cent. of total imports from all 
sources, as compared with 38°84 per cent. in March 
quarter, 1933, and 30-69 per cent. in the first three 
months of 1924. Exports of United Kingdom pro- 
duce to British countries accounted for 44-21 per 
cent. of the total value of exports to all destinations, 
comparing with 44°08 per cent. and 40-94 per cent. 
respectively. A substantial increase in the propor- 
tion of our exports taken in March quarter, 1934, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1933, was 
shown by the Union of South Africa and the Irish 
Free State. The latter, however, still took a smaller 
share than in the first three months of 1924. 


Foreign Wholesale Prices (Page 749) 


Compared with the corresponding month of last 
year the level of prices in the United States in 
March, 1934, was higher by 22 per cent. Increases 
of 6-5 and 5-3 per cent. were recorded in the United 
Kingdom and Germany respectively, but in Belgium 
there was a decrease of 5-2 per cent. and in Italy and 
France respectively declines of 2°2 and 1-3 per cent. 
Movements during the first quarter of this year were 
mainly of limited extent, but in the United States 
the index number for March, 1934, was 4:1 per cent. 
higher than that for December, 19338. 


British Coal Mining in March Quarter (Page 751) 

Output was larger than in any corresponding 
quarter since 1930 and, at 59% million tons, exceeded 
the previous quarter’s production by 4 million tons 
and that of March quarter, 1933, by 34 million tons. 
Shipments abroad totalled nearly 133 million tons, or 
only slightly less than a year earlier, and 45} million 
tons wera available for home consumption, or about 
3% million tons more, while employment improved 
by 2 per cent. Costs of production, so far as figures 
have been received, declined by 2d. per ton and 
proceeds rose 1d. per ton, making the credit balance 
1s. per ton, as compared with 9d. in the previous 
quarter and a debit balance of 5d. in the third 
quarter of 1933.

The 
past month’s production of pig iron was substantially 
higher than the monthly average for any of the last 
three years, and that of crude steel for that of any 
of the past four years.

Overseas Trade of British India (Page 758) 


Imports in March, 1934, were of 1-9 per cent. less 
value than in March, 1933, but exports rose by 
16-2 per cent. and re-exports by 6°5 per cent. The 
United Kingdom’s share in the import trade rose to 
42 per cent. from 41 per cent. and in exports to 
28 per cent. from 24 per cent. Japan supplied 
16 per cent. of the imports and took 17 per cent. of 
the exports. In the year ended with March last 
imports showed a decline of 13-0 per cent., but 
exports an increase of 10°5 per cent. and re-exports 
an advance of 6-2 per cent. as compared with the 
previous twelve months. The favourable balance of 
trade in merchandise and treasure amounted to

There was a general decline in the value of trade re- 
corded during April as compared with March, but this 
decline may be attributed in large part to the shorter 
working month, the five Sundays and HKaster Monday 
in April reducing the number of days, excluding Sun- 
days and the public holiday, to 24, the same as in 
February, Comparing April with that month, exports 
of United Kingdom goods showed no change, but im- 
ports declined by £1:°0 million (2 per cent.) and 
re-exports by £0°2 million (4 per cent.), the latter 
decline being seasonal. 

The course of trade this year and last can perhaps 
best be seen by combining the figures for January and 
February and for March and April, thus eliminating 
the disturbing effect of the Easter holiday.

Last’ year the expansion in imports in March and 
April was sufficient to overcome the normal seasonal 
decline, which showed itself in this year’s figures. Ex- 
ports of United Kingdom goods normally vary little 
during the first half of the year, though there is a 
tendency to decline. In both 1933 and 1934, however, 
there was an expansion in the second two months. Re- 
exports are generally smaller in March and April than in 
the earlier months, but this year there was a consider- 
able increase. Comparing this year and last, imports 
Increased by £191 million in January and February and 
by £10°8 million in March and April; total exports in- 
creased by £5°3 million in January and February and by 
£72 million in March and April. 

There was an all-round expansion of trade in April 
compared with a year ago, except in respect of imports 
of food, drink and tobacco, which declined in value by 
£841,000 (8 per cent.). The largest expansion was in

imports of raw materials, £41 million or 82 per cent., 
while imports of manufactured articles increased by 
£2:1 million (18 per cent.). Total imports increased 
by £5:2 million (10 per cent.) and exports of United 


Kingdom goods by £3°7 million (14 per cent.); the in- 


crease in the value of exports of imported merchandise 
was £1°5 million (42 per cent.), and there was an in- 
crease of £140,000 in the value of the goods tran- 
shipped under bond. 

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
was £21°2 million both last month and in April, 1933, 
being about £2 million less than in March, 1984. For 
the first four months of the year the excess has in- 
creased from £78 million to £95 million. 

The movements of bullion and specie last month, 
though large, were much smaller than in the first three 
months of this year. Imports amounted last month to 
£15°5 million and exports to £8°6 million. For January 
to April, imports were £166 million and exports £87 
million. 

The additional information now available from the 
Accounts relating to Trade and Navigation enables the 
approximate value in each month of our aggregate trade 
with British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The particulars for the four months ended 
April, 1938 and 1984, are given below :—

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IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during April were valued at £25°5 million, 
being £3-1 million (11 per cent.) less than in March and 
£841,000 (3 per cent.) less than a year ago. As com- 
pared with March, the miscellaneous food group was 
the only one to show an increase, while the largest 
declines occurred in respect of dairy produce (25 per 
cent.) and grain and flour (16 per cent.). 


Aggregate imports of grain and flour during April 
amounted to 14-9 million cwts., or about 11 per cent. 
less than a year ago. Imports of wheat declined from 
10-4 million ewts. in April, 1933, to 9°3 million cwts. 
last month. As in the earlier months of this year, sup- 
plies of wheat from Canada were smaller than a year 
ago; in the first four months imports from Canada have 
declined from 17-1 million to 10-7 million cwts. There 
was a very large decline in April (from 5-0 million cwts. 
to 2-2 million cwts.) in consignments from Australia, 
while imports from the Argentine showed a substantial 
increase. Imports of maize last month (2°6 million 
cwts.) also declined as compared with a year ago (3°3 
million cwts.), all countries except the Argentine and 
the Soviet Union showing a decrease. The quantity of 
barley imported was somewhat greater than in April, 
1933, but there was a decrease from 557,000 cwts. to 
164,000 cwts. in the imports of oats. Consignments 
of wheat meal and flour from all the principal sources 
of supply, except France, were greater than a year ago, 
and aggregate imports increased by 35 per cent. to 
866,000 cwts. Average values of the imports of all the 
principal descriptions of cereals were about the same 
as in March and lower than a year ago, except in the 
case of oats, the average value of which rose to 4s. 9d. 
per cwt., the highest figure recorded since January, 
1933. 


Total imports of meat were very slightly less in 
quantity than a year ago, but the value of the imports 
rose by nearly 3 per cent. The decline in quantity was 
mainly attributable to a reduction of 85,000 cwts. (11:2 
per cent.) in imports of bacon; consignments from 
Canada and the Irish Free State continued to show a 
substantial increase as compared with preceding years, 
while there were considerable reductions in the imports 
from the other principal sources of supply. The 
quantity of mutton and lamb imported was about the 
same as in April, 1933, but there was an appreciable 
increase in respect of beef, principally in chilled beef 
from the Argentine and frozen beef from Australia. The 
average value of the beef imported was higher than in 
March, but appreciably less than a year ago, while in 
the case of bacon and of mutton and lamb there was a 
decline as compared with March, though the average 
values for April still remained well above those of a 
year ago. ‘The value of imports of living animals for 
food continued to show a reduction as compared with 
last year, imports of cattle from the Irish Free State 
declining in number by about 30 per cent. and in value 
by about 40 per cent. 


Butter, cheese and eggs were all imported in smaller 
quantities than a year ago, and the value of the imports 
of all dairy produce declined from £4-0 million in April, 
1933, to £3°6 million last month. The average value 
of the cheese imported rose somewhat, as compared 
with the previous month and with a year ago, but the 
average values of butter and eggs fell to £3 5s. 2d. per 
cwt. and 5s. 3d. per great hundred, respectively, the 
lowest figures recorded in recent years. Imports of 
cocoa and of coffee were very considerably greater in 
quantity than in April of last year, due in the case of 
the former to increased consignments from British 
countries, but the amount of tea imported (28 million 
lbs.) was 28 per cent. less than a year ago. During the 
first four months of this year, imports of tea from 
British India, Ceylon and the Dutch East Indies have 
been on a considerably lower scale than last year, and 
aggregate imports have declined by 18 per cent. The 
average value of the tea imported in April (1s. 2d. per 
lb.), though slightly lower than in March, was 8d. per 
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lb. more than a year ago. Imports of raw sugar from 
the British West Indies were larger than a year ago, 
but reductions in the consignments from Cuba and 
other important sources resulted in a decline of 900,000 
ewts. (24 per cent.) in the aggregate. The quantity of 
unmanufactured tobacco imported during the month 
was also very considerably less than a year ago, im- 
ports from the United States being only about two- 
thirds of those in April, 1933. 


Raw Materials.—Imports during April of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £17,070,000, being £1,152,000 (6 per cent.) 
less than in March and £4,114,000 (32 per cent.) more 
than in April, 1933. Compared with a year ago, only 
one of the fourteen groups in this class—oil seeds, oils, 
etc.—showed a decrease (£111,000) in the value of 
imports, the largest increases being recorded for cotton 
(£932,000), wood and timber (£798,000), wool 
(£603,000), rubber (£404,000), undressed hides and 
skins (£391,000), and non-ferrous metalliferous ores 
and scrap (£337,000). In comparison with March, six 
groups showed increases, of which the largest 
(£139,000) was in respect of non-ferrous metalliferous 
ores and scrap. 


The following table gives particulars of the imports 
of some leading raw and semi-manufactured materials 
during last month, together with the monthly average 
for the first four months of 1934 and 1933. Owing 
to the changes this year in the particulars of re- 
exports published in the Accounts Relating to Trade 
and Navigation, particulars of retained imports are not 
available for all the items included in the table. In the 
case of the commodities retained imports of which may 
differ widely from total imports, figures for retained 
imports are given in the table. Imports of cotton and 
wool are included in the Section dealing with textiles.

Imports during April of eight of the twenty-two raw 
materials included in the table showed increases 10 
comparison with the average for the first four months 
of both 1988 and 1934, the increase as compared with 
last year being very considerable in respect of mineral 
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phosphates of lime, iron ore, tin ore, etc., iron pyrites 
and soft wood. ‘Tin ore also showed a substantial in- 
crease in comparison with the monthly average for 
1934. For four items—copper ore, regulus, etc., 
linseed, groundnuts and wet hides—a decrease was 
recorded as compared with the monthly average of both 
this year and last. 

Imports of each of the semi-manufactured materials 
shown exceeded the monthly averages for the first four 
months of last year, the increases in respect of copper, 
zinc and leather being very substantial. Imports of 
copper and zinc were also greater than the average for 
the first four months of 1934. 


Manufactured Articles.—Imports of articles wholly 
or mainly manufactured amounted last month to 
£56,330,000, or £5,639,000 (9 per cent.) less than in 
March and £5,193,000 (10 per cent.) more than in 
April, 1933. Of the twenty groups in this class only 
three—silk yarns and manufactures, the manufactured 
oils group (which includes refined petroleum) and 
rubber manufactures—showed a decline in the value 
of imports last month as compared with April, 1933, 
the decrease being substantial only in the case of the 
manufactured oils group (£245,000). The largest in- 
creases were recorded for non-ferrous metals and 
manufactures (£611,000)—due to imports at enhanced 
prices of considerably larger quantities of nearly all 
the main items in this group-—iron and steel] and manu- 
factures thereof (£384,000) and machinery (£210,000). 
As compared with March only two groups—electrical 
goods and apparatus and the vehicles group—showed 
an increase, very small in each case, in the value of 
imports, while decreases of £100,000 or more were 
recorded for the manufactured oils group (£337,000), 
chemicals, drugs, etc. (£161,000), paper, cardboard, 
etc. (£182,000), apparel (£131,000), and leather and 
manufactures (£100,000). 





EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month amounted to £2,268,000, being 
£80,000 (8 per cent.) less than in March and £478,000 
(27 per cent.) more than in April, 1933. The latter 
mcrease was due mainly to exports of spirits to the 
United States, the value of which was £341,000 more 
than a year ago; in the first four months of this year 
the increase in the value of these exports, compared 
with 1983, was more than £1-5 million. 


Raw Materiala.—Exports in April of raw materials 
and articles mainly unmanufactured were valued at 
£3,809,000, being £250,000 (6 per cent.) less than in 
March and £660,000 (21 per cent.) more than in April, 
1933. Only one of the fourteen groups—textile 
materials other than cotton, wool or silk—showed a 
decline, which was slight, in the value of exports com- 
pared with a year ago, while the largest increases were 
recorded for wool (£258,000) and coal (£135,000); 
non-metalliferous ores and scrap and the miscellaneous 
group were the only other groups showing increases in 
excess of £50,000. In comparison with March, the 
only change in value exceeding £50,000 was a seasonal 
decrease of £221,000 recorded for wool. 


Coal.—Exports of coal during April amounted to 
2,931,000 tons, or 177,000 tons (6 per cent.) more than 
a year ago, the increase in value also being 6 per cent. 
There was a substantial increase in exports to Germany, 
which amounted to 237,000 tons, or 101,000 tons (75 
per cent.) more than in April, 1933. Other important 
Increases, as indicated, were recorded in the exports 
to Sweden and Egypt (45,000 tons in each case), Nor- 
Way (33,000 tons), Brazil (80,000 tons), Denmark 
(18,000 tons) and Italy (15,000 tons). The market 
showing the largest decline was Canada (57,000 tons), 
while important decreases were also recorded in respect 
of Belgium (48,000 tons), Algeria (23,000 tons), the 
Netherlands (22,000 tons) and France (21,000 tons); 
exports to the Irish Free State declined by 9,000 tons. 

Notwithstanding the shorter month there was little 
change ag compared with March in the total tonnage 
éxported, but the quantities consigned to the several 
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countries showed considerable variation. Important in- 
creases, as shown, were recorded in exports to Sweden 
(58,000 tons), Denmark (39,000 tons) and Brazil 
(27,000 tons), while there was a seasonal increase of 
113,000 tons in exports to Canada. Among the 
markets showing declines were Italy (125,000 tons), 
Norway (44,000 tons), France (43,000 tons), Belgium 
(39,000 tons), the Netherlands (36,000 tons), and Spain 
(30,000 tons). 


The average value of the coal exported during April 
was 16s. Od. per ton, as compared with 15s. 7d. in 
Marck and 16s. 1d. a year ago; the increase compared 
with March was partly due to the larger proportion of 
anthracite included in the exports last month. The 
quantity of coal shipped as foreign bunkers, though 
somewhat less than in March, was 5 per cent. greater 
than a year ago. 


Manufactured Articles —Exports last month of 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued 
at £23,193,000, being £2,634,000 (13 per cent.) more 
than a year ago and £2,422,000 (9 per cent.) less than 
in March. Only two of the twenty groups showed a 
decrease in the value of exports last month as compared 
with a year ago; exports of cotton yarns and manu- 
factures declined by £102,000, and a decrease of 
£20,000 was recorded for the manufactured oils group. 
The groups showing increases exceeding £100,000 
were :— Woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures (£582,000), iron and steel and manufactures 
(£390,000), non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
(£360,000), machinery (£335,000), manufactures of 
textile materials other than cotton, wool or silk 
(£264,000), the vehicles group (£214,000) and electrical 
goods and apparatus (£130,000). Compared with 
March three groups—pottery, glass, etc., machinery 
and rubber manufactures showed an increase in the 
value of exports; only in the case of machinery was the 
increase (£67,000) appreciable. The largest decreases 
recorded were in respect of woollen and worsted yarns 
and manufactures (£489,000), cotton yarns and manu- 
factures (£430,000) and the miscellaneous group 
(£300,000).

Total imports of iron and steel last month amounted 
to 125,000 tons, being slightly greater than in March, 
and 54,000 tons (77 per cent.) more than in April last 

ear. The increase, as compared with a year ago, 
affected all three classes of iron and steel. Total 
British exports were about 4 per cent. less than in 
March and 32,000 tons (24 per cent.) greater than in 
April, 1983. Crude iron and steel and rolling mill 
products each showed an increase compared with the 
monthly averages for the first four months of this year 
and last, but exports of finished iron and steel goods, 
though slightly greater than in April, 1933, were rather 
smaller in quantity than the monthly averages in either 
year, there being, as compared with any of these 
periods, an appreciable decline in the exports of tinned 
plates. 


The tonnage of machinery exported was about 3 per 
cent. greater than the average for the first four months 
of this year and about 26 per cent. above the average 
for the corresponding four months of 1933. Compared 
with April of last year exports increased by 21 per 
cent., appreciable increases being recorded in respect of 
textile machinery, electrical machinery, prime movers 
and machine tools; exports of sugar making and refin- 
ing machinery, as in previous months, showed a sub- 
stantial decline. 


Motor cars and chassis were not exported during 
April to the same extent as in the earlier months of 
this year, but the number exported was 8 per cent. 
higher than in April, 1933. Exports of motor cycles 
and tricars during the month exceeded the average for 
the first four months of this year, but were lower than 
the corresponding average for 1933.

Textile exports and imports in general were smaller 
in April than in earlier months of this year or than in 
January to April last year, except in the case of linen 
piece-goods exported, but in some of these comparisons 
the seasonal factor is of considerable importance. 
Retained imports of raw cotton showed a seasonal 
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decline compared with earlier months of this year, but 
were 50 per cent. greater than a year ago. According 
to statistics published by the Liverpool Cotton Associa- 
tion, deliveries of raw cotton to mills during April 
amounted to 111-5 million lbs., as compared with 109-2 
million lbs. in March and 93-5 million lbs. in April last 
year. The average value of the raw cotton imported 
during April was 6°2d. per lb., as compared with 6-5d. 
in the previous month and 6-0d. in April, 19383. The 
decline in the retained imports of raw wool in com- 
parison with the averages for the first four months of 
this year and last was very marked, but it may be 
noted that imports during the first three months of the 
year reached a record total. It may also be observed 
that, at least in recent years, the normal seasonal 
movement indicates a lower level of retained imports 
in April than during the preceding months. 


Exports of cotton yarns were higher than in April, 
1933, there being an increase in unbleached yarns but a 
decline in bleached and dyed yarns. The quantity of 
cotton piece-goods exported showed a very marked 
decline compared with any of the earlier periods, being 
about 10 per cent. less than in April, 19383. Compared 
with a year ago exports to British India fell off by 
4 per cent. (1:7 million sq. yds.), but substantial 
declines, as indicated, were recorded in the case of the 
following important markets:—British West Africa 
(3°2 million square yards), Turkey and Colombia (each 
2:5 million), China (2-2 million), and Morocco (2 
million). There was, however, again a notable increase 
in exports to Canada, which amounted to 5°6 million 
square yards as compared with 2:2 million in April last 
year; for the four months the exports increased from 
12-1 million to 25-0 million square yards. 


Exports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool during April 
were seasonally less than the monthly average for the 
first four months of the year, but were 21 per cent. 
greater than in April last year. The average value of 
the exports rose from 9d. per lb. in April last year to 
16d. per lb. last month. 


Exports of wool tops last month were 27 per cent. 
greater than in April, 1933, and there was also an 
appreciable increase in exports of woollen and worsted 
yarns, while the quantity of woollen and worsted 
tissues exported increased by about 24 per cent. The 
decline shown in the table as compared with earlier 
months of this year is essentially seasonal. Exports of 
linen piece-goods were greaterthanthe monthly average 
for either this year or last, and were 34 per cent. 
greater than in April last year, owing mainly to in- 
creased exports to the United States. The quantity of 
artificial silk piece-goods exported, though below the 
average for the first four months of this year or last, 
was larger than a year earlier by about 6 per cent.

Re-exports during April were valued at £5,019,000, 
being £612,000 (11 per cent.) less than in March and 
£1,481,000 (42 per cent.) more than in April, 1933. 
The latter increase affected each of the three main 
classes of re-exports, raw materials showing the 
greatest increase (£830,000, or 39 per cent.). This 
was shared by every group in the class, the principal 
items concerned being raw wool, undressed hides and 
skins, and raw rubber, though in the case of the two 
first-named commodities there was actually a decrease 
in the quantity re-exported, the increase in value being 
due to arise in prices. The increase in the value of re- 
exports of manufactured articles was £550,000 (82 per 
cent.), and affected 13 of the 20 groups in this class. 
There was an increase of more than £300,000 in respect 
of chemicals, drugs, etc., and other items showing im- 
portant increases were non-ferrous metals, etc. (prin- 
cipally tin), and undressed leather. Re-exports of food, 
drink and tobacco were £99,000 (13°5 per cent.) more 
than a year ago, the increase applying to all groups in 
this class except feeding-stuffs for animals. 


Compared with March, re-exports of food, drink and 
tobacco, and of raw materials, declined in value, while 
re-exports of manufactured articles increased by 
£291,000 (81 per cent.). 





DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS TRADE 


FIRST QUARTER OF 1934 


The April issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to Trade 
and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’’ contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the first quarter of 1934 
which enable the customary quarterly survey to be 
made of the geographical distribution of the trade 
between the United Kingdom and other countries. 


In considering the changes in percentage distribution 
shown below, it must be remembered that these details 
are based on the aggregate value of trade as actually 
recorded during the several periods under review, and 
do not take any account either of changes in these 
aggregate values or of variations in volume of trade 
consequent upon alterations in price level. Thus the 
recorded value of imports during the first three months 
of 1934 was 15°5 per cent. above that of the correspond- 
ing period of 1933, representing, if allowance is made 
for changes in price level, an increase in volume of 
11-0 per cent., average values having increased by 4-1 
per cent. Similarly, in respect of exports of United 
Kingdom produce and manufactures, there was an in- 
crease in recorded values of 5°6 per cent., but when 
allowance is made for changes in price level (an in- 
crease of 0-4 per cent.) the volume of domestic exports 
is found to have been 5-1 per cent. higher in the first 
three months of 1934 than in the same period of 1933. 
For re-exports, the increase in recorded values was 
18:1 per cent. and in volume 3-3 per cent. In making 
comparisons with 1924, the effect of price changes is 
more considerable, there having been a very substantial 
decline in prices between that year and 1933. It must, 
however, be emphasised that these changes in price 
level relate to imports and exports, respectively, as a 
whole, and not to trade with individual countries or 
groups of countries, in respect of which the price varia- 
tion is, of course, dependent on the make-up of the 
trade actually carried on.

The proportion of our imports consigned from British 
countries during the first quarter of this year was some- 
what higher than a year earlier, and substantially 
greater than in the corresponding period of 1924. Apart 
from the decline in imports from the Irish Free State 
consequent upon the special duties imposed on imports 
from that country, there were also important reductions 
last quarter, compared with a year earlier, in the pro- 
portions consigned from Canada, Newfoundland, and 
the Union of South Africa; on the other hand, there 
were substantial increases in the shares of our imports 
derived from Australia, New Zealand, and India. The 
share of the Colonial Empire as a whole was slightly 
smaller than during the first quarter of last year, in- 
creases in respect of the Asiatic colonies, particularly 
Malaya, being more than offset by declines in the pro- 
portions from West and East Africa. Compared with 
1924, increases were recorded for all the principal parts 
of the Empire except the Irish Free State, India and 
East Africa, the decline in the case of the two last- 
named being comparatively small. The increases in 
the proportions consigned from Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand and from the Colonial Empire as a whole 
were very marked. 


The proportion of our domestic exports consigned to 
British countries during last quarter, though only 
slightly higher than a year earlier, was considerably 
greater than in the first quarter of 1924. Comparing 
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this year with last, New Zealand was the only 
Dominion to take a smaller share of our export 
trade. India, while still remaining our largest market, 
took a somewhat smaller proportion than a year ago, 
and considerable reductions were recorded for British 
West Africa, Hong Kong and the British West Indies, 
etc.; in the case of the latter area, however, the figure 
for the first quarter of 1933 was abnormally high. 
The most marked increase was shown for the Union of 
South Africa, our second largest market—from 5-90 per 
cent. to 7°21 per cent.—and there was a substantial 
increase in the proportion of our exports taken by the 
Irish Free State. The Union also showed the most 
important increase compared with 1924, the proportion 
in the first quarter of that year being 4°08 per cent. 
The only parts of the Empire which took a smaller 
share of our domestic exports last quarter than in the 
corresponding period of 1924 were the Irish Free State, 
Australia, India and Hong Kong. 


The re-export trade consists largely of a redistribu- 
tion of Empire produce to foreign countries, and the 
share taken by British countries, always relatively 
small, was rather lower last quarter than a year earlier. 
A noticeable feature, however, was the substantial in- 
crease—from 1-81 per cent. to 3-19 per cent.—in the 
proportion consigned to Canada. The aggregate share 
taken by all British countries was a little higher than 
in the first quarter of 1924, the most important changes 
being substantial increases in the case of Canada, India 
and the Colonial Empire and a very considerable 
decline in respect of Australia.

Imports.—The proportion of our imports consigned 
from Europe was rather less last quarter than a year 
earlier, but apart from the reduction in imports from 
the Irish Free State, already mentioned, the only im- 
portant declines were in respect of Denmark and Spain, 
increased proportions being received from twelve out 
of the seventeen specified foreign areas in Europe. The 
other continents from which the proportion of our im- 
ports received last quarter was smaller than a year 
earlier were Africa and North and Central America; in 
the case of the former the reduction was due entirely 
to a decline in the share of British countries, there 
being an increase in respect of Egypt and of other 
foreign countries in Africa. As regards foreign coun- 
tries in North and Central America, there were in- 
creases in the proportions consigned from the United 
States and Cuba, and a decrease in respect of the 
Dutch West Indies. 


An appreciable increase in the proportion consigned 
from Asia was mainly attributable to the higher figures 
recorded for British India and the other British parts 
of Asia, though Japan also furnished a larger share of 
our imports than a year ago. Similarly, the increase 
shown in respect of Oceania, etc., was due to the larger 
Proportions received from Australia and New Zealand 
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which have already been mentioned. From South 
America as a whole, the proportion was the same this 
year as last, a decrease in respect of the Argentine 
being offset by increases for Brazil and Chile. 


Compared with the first quarter of 1924, the most 
marked changes in the proportions of our imports 
derived from the various continents were a very sub- 
stantial decline in respect of North and Central 
America, and a considerable increase in the case of 
Oceania. The former was due entirely to a heavy 
reduction in the share from the United States, partly 
offset by increases in respect of British countries and 
the Dutch West Indies, while the increase recorded for 
Oceania was due to the increases in respect of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand already noted.

Although there was little change, as compared with 
the first quarter of 1924, in the proportion of our im- 
ports consigned from Europe in the aggregate, sub- 
stantial variations were shown in respect of the indivi- 
dual countries, the most marked being increases in the 
case of the Soviet Union, Finland, the Scandinavian 
countries, Poland and Germany, and declines in 
respect of the Netherlands, Belgium, France, Switzer- 
land and Czechoslovakia. 


Exports of United Kingdom Goods.—Compared with 
the first quarter of 1933, there was little change in the 
proportions of our exports taken by Africa, North and 
Central America, and Oceania. In the case of the first 
named, the increased share of British countries— 
especially the Union—was offset by declines in the 
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proportion taken by foreign countries, while as regards 
North and Central America, the increase in respect of 
Canada already referred to, and a substantial rise in 
the proportion taken by the United States, due mainly 
to large purchases of tin and spirits by that country, 
were Offset by declines in the proportions taken by the 
miscellaneous small countries comprised in that area. 


The share of our exports consigned to Europe was 
appreciably higher this year than last, and this increase 
was common to nearly all the countries specified, the 
most important exceptions being the Soviet Union and 
France. The largest increase recorded was in respect 
of Germany—from 3°93 per cent. to 4:50 per cent. 
There was a reduction in the proportion of our exports 
consigned to Asia, and only two of the specified areas 
in that continent—British Malaya and Ceylon—took 
larger proportions than a year ago, the increase in each 
case being slight. The share of our exports taken by 
Japan was substantially smaller last quarter than 
during the first quarter of 1933. A decline was also 
recorded for South America, all the specified countries 
taking a somewhat smaller share of our exports this 
year than last. 


Compared with 1924, the outstanding features were 
the decline in the proportion of our exports taken by 
Asia—from 24:16 per cent. of the total to 17-70 per 
cent.—and the increase, from 9°69 per cent. to 13-46 
per cent., in the share consigned to Africa. As already 
stated, all the British Colonies in Asia, except Hong 
Kong, took larger proportions than in 1924, but for the 
three most important markets, India, Japan, and 
China (including Hong Kong), substantial decreases 
were recorded. The increase in the case of Africa was 
due mainly to the marked rise, already mentioned, in 
the proportion of our exports consigned to the Union of 
South Africa. For North and Central America and 
Oceania rather lower proportions were recorded last 
quarter than in the first quarter of 1924, due prin- 
cipally to decreased shares taken by the United States 
and Australia, respectively. South America’s propor- 
tion showed little change compared with the earlier 
period, but Europe took an appreciably larger share. 
Despite the fact that decreased shares were consigned 
to the Irish Free State, Germany, France, Belgium 
and Switzerland, the first four of which are among the

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principal markets for our exports, the share of Europe 
in our export trade rose from 37-02 per cent. to 41-47 
per cent. of the total, the proportion consigned to 
Denmark showing a very large increase. 


Re-exports.—Compared with a year ago, the only 
continent to take a larger proportion of our re-exports 
last quarter was North and Central America. The in- 
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crease in the case of Canada has already been men- 
tioned, and there was also a substantial rise in the 
share of the United States. Germany took a much 
larger share of our re-exports and formed, as in 1924, 
though not in 1933, the largest outlet in this branch of 
trade. Very substantial declines were, however, 
recorded in the proportions taken by France and 
Belgium.

MARCH QUARTER 


COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS 


The monthly series of index numbers given in the 
table at the head of page 750 show that in France, Ger- 
many and Belgium prices were relatively stable in 
January but declined in February and March. In Italy 
prices remained at about the December level throughout 
the first quarter. In the United States there was an in- 
crease of about 2 per cent. in January and a further 
smaller increase in February; the index for March 
was substantially the same as in February and was 
4:1 per cent. higher than that for December. In the 
United Kingdom, prices increased in January and Feb- 
ruary, but a fall in March brought the index number to 
within 1 per cent. of the December level. Compared 
with the corresponding month of last year, the level of 
prices in the United States was higher in March, 1934, 
by 22 per cent., while increases of 6-5 and 5-3 per cent. 
were recorded, respectively, in the United Kingdom 
and Germany. In Belgium, Italy and France, how- 
ever, prices declined by 5:2, 2-2 and 1:3 per cent. 
respectively.

Prices of foodstuffs as a whole decreased in each 
month of the first quarter of 1934, owing mainly to a 
fall in the prices of animal foodstuffs; the remaining 
two classes of foodstuffs showed increases of over 3 per 
cent. in the quarterly average, resulting in a slightly 
higher figure for the quarter than that for the previous 




















quarter. The decrease of 4 per cent. in the price of 
foodstuffs as compared with the corresponding period 
of 1933 was also due to the faii in the prices of animal 
foodstuffs, vegetable products and sugar, coffee, cocoa 
showing increases. 

Industrial materials declined slightly in price in the 
March quarter, decreases in minerals and metals and 
miscellaneous products being partially offset by an in- 
crease in textiles. Prices were higher than in the 
March quarter of 1933, owing to the increases for 
minerals and metals and textiles. 

A further re-grouping of the commodities into 
national and imported products shows a small decrease 
in the former and a small increase in the latter in the 
first quarter. Compared with the corresponding period 
of last year there was an increase of 5 per cent. in the 
average for imported products and a decrease of 3 per 
cent. for national products.

industrial materials and semi-finished products, the 
classes chiefly affected being iron, textiles, rubber and 
building materials. Rubber and textiles were on the 
average 14 and 9 per cent. dearer respectively than in 
the previous quarter. Compared with the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1933, there was an increase of 3-8 per 
cent. in prices of industrial materials and semi-finished 
goods. Rubber prices doubled during the year, and 
textiles increased by about 22 per cent.; skins and 
leather and paper-making materials and paper were 
about 8 per cent. dearer. 


The price of clothing increased throughout the 
quarter, this increase being reflected in the slightly 
higher general index for industrial finished goods. 
Compared with the March quarter of last year there 
was an increase of nearly 2 per cent. in the index for 
this group, higher prices for consumers’ goods being 
partially offset by a cheapening of producers’ goods.

Prices of foodstuffs declined further in the March 
quarter, the index for this group being 4 per cent. lower 
than in the preceding quarter and 11 per cent. lower 
than in the corresponding period of last year. 


Among industrial materials coal tar and derivatives 
continued to decline, the index for March being 13 per 
cent. below that for December. Prices of textiles and 
resinous products were respectively 6 and 7 per cent. 
higher in the March quarter than in the December 
quarter, owing to considerable increases in January and 
February. Rubber prices increased by 25 per cent. 
during the quarter, and were more than double those 
of the corresponding period of 1933. Textiles were the 
only other class of industrial materials to show an in- 
crease as compared with a year ago, while decreases of 
20, 26 and 27 per cent. were shown for pottery, 
resinous products, and coal tar and derivatives, 
respectively.

The index for fooda declined in January and Feb- 
ruary owing to a fall in the prices of animal foodstuffs, 
but there was a recovery in March, and the index 
number for the quarter was 1 per cent. above that for 
the preceding quarter. Compared with the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year, foods were cheaper by over 
4 per cent., animal foods showing a decline of 7 per 
cent. 

Raw materials, after an increase in price in January, 
cheapened in February and March, average prices for 
the quarter being 2 per cent. higher than those for 
the preceding quarter. Semi-finished manufactures 
remained at about the December level, but finished 
manufactures cheapened by about 2 per cent. Com- 
pared with a year earlier the index number for raw 
materials declined by 2 per cent., for semi-manufac- 
tures by 3 per cent., and for finished manufactures by 
9 per cent.

All groups except textiles, fuel and lighting and 
house-furnishing goods showed increases in price in the 
first quarter as compared with the December quarter, 
the largest increase being recorded for farm products 
(8 per cent.). Foods increased in price in each month 
and were 4 per cent. dearer in the March quarter than 
in the December quarter. Conipared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1933, all groups showed substantial 
increases, the rise in the general index being about 
22 per cent.

A regrouping of the commodities used in the index 
number into raw materials, semi-manufactures and 
finished manufactures shows increases of 5, 2 and 2 
per cent., respectively, in those groups in the March 
quarter as compared with the December quarter. 
Compared with the corresponding period of last year, 
increases of 32, 30 and 16 per cent. were recorded for 
raw materials, semi-manufactures, and finished manu- 
factures, respectively. 





BRITISH COAL MINING INDUSTRY 
THE FIRST QUARTER OF 1934 


The output of coal during the quarter, which was 
greater than in any corresponding quarter since 1930, 
amounted to 59% million tons, or 4 million tons more 
than during the previous quarter, and 34 million tons 
more than during the first quarter of 1933. It was 1} 
per cent. less than the allocation for the quarter made 
by the Central Council under the provisions of the 
Central (Coal Mines) Scheme, 1930. 


The position of the industry has steadily improved 
since June, 1933, production in each subsequent 
quarter having been progressively higher than in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year. Output 
during the past nine months was not less than 6 million 
tons greater than in the corresponding period of 
1932-33, when allowance is made for the earlier occur- 
rence of Good Friday in 1934. 


Shipments abroad (including foreign bunkers and the 
coal equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel ex- 
ported) amounted to nearly 13? million tons. They 
were nearly 14 million tons less than in the previous 
quarter, but only slightly less than a year ago. Cargo 
coal shipments were nearly 1 million tons less than the 
previous quarter. 


Over 454 million tons of coal were available for 
consumption at home, or about 3% million tons more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1933, and nearly 
04+ million tons more than in the previous quarter. 


Employment improved during the quarter, the 
average number engaged being 17,400 more than in the 
previous quarter. Allowing for the greater regularity 
of work at the mines the volume of employment was 
8 per cent. greater than in the previous quarter and 
2 per cent. greater than during the first quarter of 1933. 


On the average 8} days were lost through want of 
trade, a decrease of three days when compared with the 
previous quarter. 


The average price of coal exported was about 5d. per 
ton higher than in the previous quarter, though, owing 
chiefly to the temporary suspension of anthracite ship- 
ments to Canada, the average declared value of coal 
exported declined, 


No change was made in the French quota, which 
remained at 58-5 per cent. of the average imports in 


the three years 1928-30. 


Negotiations for Trade Agreements between this 
country and Estonia and Latvia were continued during 
the quarter. Similar negotiations were commenced 


with Lithuania, and discussions were opened with 
France. 





OuTPUT 


The quantity of saleable coal raised was 59-7 million 
tons, as compared with 55°7 million tons in the fourth 
quarter of 1933 and 56-2 million tons in the first quarter 
of 1933. 


As compared with the fourth quarter of 1933, all 
districts recorded increases in output except Scotland, 
where production was affected by New Year holidays. 
The principal increases occurred in Stafford, Salop, 
Worcester and Warwick (15 per cent.), Lancashire, 
Cheshire and North Wales (10 per cent.), and Derby, 
Nottingham and Leicester (9} per cent.). 


Comparison with the corresponding quarter of 1933 
is affected by the incidence of part of the Easter Holi- 
days in 1934, but in spite of this output increased in all 
districts and principally in Stafford, Salop, Worcester 
and Warwick (114 per cent.), Durham (10 per cent.), 
Northumberland (6 per cent.), and Yorkshire (6 per 
cent.).

NuMBERS EMPLOYED 


As compared with the previous quarter, the average 
number of wage-earners employed increased by 17,400, 
all districts sharing the improvement, but principally 
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Durham (5,100), Scotland (2,800), Yorkshire (2,600), 
and Derby, Nottingham and Leicester (2,600). 


As compared with the corresponding quarter of 1933, 
there was a reduction of 1,800 wage-earners, decreases 
in Yorkshire (4,500) and Derby, Nottingham and 
Leicester (4,500) and Lancashire, Cheshire and North 
Wales (3,100) being partly offset by increases in 
Durham (4,800), South Wales and Monmouth (2,300) 
and Scotland (1,600). 


The seasonal improvement in employment since the 
end of December, 1933, was about the same as in the 
first quarter of 19383, the number of wage-earners on 
colliery books at the end of March being 788,300 in 
1934 and 790,600 in 1933. But while the increase in 
1933 from the lowest summer level reached in 1932 
was less than 20,000, the corresponding increase in 
1934 was 38,000.

Shipments declined by over 1 million tons when 
compared with the December quarter of 1933, the 
heaviest decline being from the Scottish East Coast 
ports, where shipments were to some extent affected 
by the Scottish New Year Holidays. 


As compared with the first quarter of 1933, ship- 
ments from the East Coast Scottish ports increased by 
102,000 tons and from the North-East Coast ports by 
41,000 tons. There was a decline of 91,000 tons in 
shipments from Humber ports and of 165,000 tons 
from the Bristol Channel. 


CoAL SHIPPED COASTWISE 


Shipments of coal coastwise (including coal supplied 
as bunkers to vessels engaged in the coastwise trade) 
amounted to 6} million tons, or ? million tons greater 
than in the corresponding quarter a year ago, and 
nearly 4 million tons greater than in the previous 
quarter. 


From the comparison which follows it will be seen 
that, as in previous quarters, about three-fifths of the 
cargo shipments were from North-East Coast ports, 
and a similar proportion of all cargo shipments was 
sent to Thames ports: —

As compared with the fourth quarter of 1933 coal 
exports to European and Mediterranean countries de- 
creased by about 4 million tons. 


The principal 


decreases were to Scandinavia (341,000 tons) and 
Soviet Union (Russia) and Succession States (167,000 
tons). There was an increase of 168,000 tons to Egypt, 
Algeria and other countries. ‘To destinations outside 
Kurope there was a decrease of 477,000 tons to 
Northern and Central America. 

As compared with the corresponding quarter of 1933 
increases in coal exports to Scandinavia (287,000 tons) 
and Germany and Holland (200,000 tons) were partly 
offset by a decrease of 455,000 tons to France, Belgium 
and Italy. Exports to destinations in Africa and Asia 
and America declined by 244,000 tons. 

The decline in anthracite shipments as compared 
with the last quarter of 1933 reflects the temporary 
cessation of shipments to Canada, due to the closing of 
ports on the St. Lawrence. In the case of steam coal 
the decline in shipments affected sized and large coal 
nearly equally.

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CONSUMPTION OF CoAL AT HomME 


The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain amounted to 45°4 million tons, or nearly 
3% million tons more than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1933. As compared with the previous quarter the 
quantity available was nearly 5} million tons more. 


These figures represent the tonnage of coal produced 
and imported, less the tonnage shipped abroad, but 
make no allowance for changes in the stocks of coal 
held by producers and consumers. 


SELLING PRICES 


Quotations for Best Bright Coal rose and those for 
Fifeshire Steam Coal fell, but otherwise there was no 
material change during the quarter. The following 
statement shows market quotations for particular quali- 
ties of coal in continuation of similar particulars pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 8 (page 352).

WAGES 


In nearly all districts the trading results during the 
period governing wages in the March quarter were 
better than during the previous period, and in many 
cases appreciably so. 

In Yorkshire, Nottingham, North Derby, Cannock 
Chase and North Staffordshire, the ascertainments 
during a part of the period gave percentages above the 
minimum, but owing to the arrangements for the re- 
coupment of deficiencies brought forward from earlier 
periods the percentages actually paid in these districts 
remained at the minimum. 


The percentage paid at the majority of collieries in 
Warwickshire remained at 43 throughout the quarter, 
in accordance with an Agreement reached in August 
that the percentage payable should be fixed at that 
figure from September 1, 1933, to June 30, 1934, irre- 
spective of the results shown by the ascertainments. 


In none of the other districts did the ascertainments 
yield percentages above the minima fixed by the various 
district agreements. 


The average cash earnings per shift of all classes 
throughout the coalfields are estimated to have been 


9s. ld. 


A wage agreement, the first in the district, was 
signed by the Kent owners and workmen onJanuary 20. 
The agreement fixes base wage rates for all classes of 
day-wage workers, including boys. It provides for the 
payment of a minimum percentage addition of 32 per 
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cent. (37 per cent. for low-paid workers) above base 
rates for all workers. Any surplus after these rates 
have been paid is to be divided between owners and 
workmen in accordance with an agreed formula; 
deficiencies on any wage ascertainment are to be 
carried forward to future ascertainments, one-eighth of 
all deficiencies (accumulated and current) remaining at 
the end of each quarter being cancelled. In cases 
where the base wage rates plus percentage additions 
would provide wages of less than 8s. 74d. and 8s. 2d. 
per shift for married underground and surface workers, 
respectively, and of less than 6s. 9d. for widowers and 
single men on the surface, subsistence wages are, with 
certain exceptions, to be paid at these figures. Work- 
men entitled to subsistence allowances receive an 
addition of 3d. per shift for each child under 14, 


A flat allowance of 1s. 14d. per shift is allowed to 
both underground and surface boys. The agreement 
will remain in force for a minimum period of three 
years. 


ACCIDENTS IN MINES 


There were 215 persons killed and 814 persons 
seriously injured* by accidents in and about mines 
under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, during the quarter. 


Further particulars are given in the statement below, 
and the corresponding figures for the previous quarter 
and the March quarter of 1933 are shown for

Costs OF PRODUCTION AND PROCEEDS 
(Fourth Quarter of 1933.) 


The total (net) costs of production of coal commer 
cially disposable during the fourth quarter of 1933 
were over 104d. per ton lower and proceeds over 34d. 
per ton higher than in the previous quarter. On 
balance, revenue exceeded expenditure by nearly 9d. 
per ton, as compared with a debit balance of 5d. per 
ton in the previous quarter.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


SPORTS RACKETS AND UNSTRUNG RACKET 
FRAMES 


Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 15) Order, 
1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 4445), issued by the 
Treasury on the recommendation of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee, the Customs duties on sports 
rackets and unstrung racket frames will, as from 
May 12, 1934, be at the rate of 5s. per racket and 3s. 
per frame or 25 per cent. of the value of the goods, 
whichever is the greater. 


The Committee state in their Report that the cheaper 
grades of foreign sports rackets and unstrung racket 
frames are being delivered in this country at prices 
which are lower than the British cost of production of 
comparable articles, and that the existing ad valorem 
duty of 25 per cent. upon them is ineffective. More- 
over, a fall in the demand for the cheap British racket, 
resulting from increased importations, would lead to a 
rise in the cost of the better grade articles and thereby 
handicap the British manufacturer in both the home 
and the export market.

HYDRATED ALUMINIUM OXIDE 


Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 16) Order, 
1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 452) (Cmd. 4582), made by 
the Treasury on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, hydrated aluminium oxide 
is, as from May 16, 1934, subject to a Customs duty of 
20 per cent. ad valorem or £3 per ton, whichever is the 
greater. 


A specific duty of £3 per ton was imposed on 
hydrated aluminium oxide in August, 1938, in place of 
the duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem previously charge- 
able. It has since been represented to the Committee, 
however, that there is a highly refined bulky grade of 
this chemical which, by reason of its bigh value, was 
bearing a duty considerably lower in its ad valorem 
incidence than the duty of 20 per cent. previously 
applicable. The effect of the Order now published is 
to restore to United Kingdom manufacturers of this 
special grade the degree of protection originally 
afforded them.

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IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN APRIL 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 
496,300 tons of pig iron were produced in April, as com- 
pared with 503,600 tons in March, 324,700 tons in April, 
1933, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. 

The April production of pig iron included 131,500 tons 
of hematite, 243,200 tons of basic, 98,200 tons of foundry, 
and 9,800 tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of April numbered 98, as 
compared with 95 at the end of March, four furnaces 
having gone into blast and one having ceased operations. 

The April production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 716,800 tons, as against 834,500 tons in March, 
509,600 tons in April, 1933, and a monthly average of 
638,600 tons in 1913. 

The following table shows the average monthly produc- 
tion of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 
1924 and 1927-33, and the production in each month since 
April, 1933 :—

STEEL-FRAMED BUILDINGS RESEARCH 


The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
issued* on Tuesday the Second Report of the Steel Struc- 
tures Research Committee, which is enquiring into the design 
of steel-framed buildings. The work is being carried out in 
co-operation with the British Steel Work Association, who 
are taking a far-sighted view in devoting money and energy 
to a complete study of the fundamental principles and prac- 
tice of steelwork design. The Report reviews the work done 
by the Committee from April 1, 1931. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN DESIGN EXPECTED 


It was recognised at the outset, the Report states, that the 
investigations involved would be complicated and laborious, 
and that spectacular developments could hardly be expected 
at an early date. Nevertheless, much ground has been 
gained. The Committee’s experimental work has emphasised 
the empirical nature of present design methods. As no 
criticism has ever been levelled at the safety of existing steel 
buildings it is logical to deduce that such empirical methods 
leave room for considerable economy in material, and there 
is reason to believe that, as a result of the mathematical 
and experimental investigations, it will be possible to make 
suggestions for considerable improvement in efficiency of 
design. 


SAVINGS AS REsuLT oF NEw Cope 


How great the improvement may be is indicated by the 
fact revealed in the Report that the putting in force of the 
Committee’s recommendations for a new code of practice 
drawn up in 1932, which was based on a survey of the then 
existing knowledge, has led to a reduction amounting to as 
much as 20 per cent. in the cost of steel work required for 
the kind of buildings to which it mainly relates. 


EXPERIMENTAL AND THEORETICAL WorRK 


The Report indicates that the Committee fully realises 
that the results of its researches, to be of real value, must

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be expressed in a form suited for ordinary practice. While 
this practical end has not yet been reached, it seems within 
sight. In seeking it, it has been necessary to carry out a 
complete mathematical analysis of the distribution of the 
actual forces set up in a steel-frame when under load, and 
to check the resulting formule obtained against actual 
experimental results. Experimental data have been col- 
lected, and are summarised in the Report, from observations 
made on the full scale steel-frame at the Building Research 
Station, while Dr. Oscar Faber discusses the results of 
measurements carried out for the Committee on the frame- 
work of the new Museum of Practical Geology at South 
Kensington, both before and after the steel was encased and 
the floors loaded. Arrangements have also been made, the 
Report states, for corresponding measurements to be taken 
on the framework of a new London hotel. 


The mathematical methods developed for the analysis of 
the experimental data are dealt with at length by Professor 
Batho, of Birmingham University, Dr. J. F. Baker, of 
Bristol University, and others. Professor Batho is also in- 
vestigating the action of various types of beam and stanchion 
connections, 


WELDING AND WIND PRESSURE 


Besides its main line of work the Committee is considering 
others problems, including the electric are welding of steel 
frame structures and wind pressure on buildings. The main 
feature of the research on welding is a statistical investiga- 
tion of the strength of welds made under ordinary commer- 
cial conditions. 


The work on wind pressure which is being carried out by 
the staff of the National Physical Laboratory is being super- 
vised by the Building Research Board and aims at dis- 
covering by experiments on models in wind tunnels what 
shielding effect from wind pressure is given to a particular 
building by a built-up area.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN MARCH 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
March, 1934, as compared with the preceding month, showed 
increases in the value of imports, exports and re-exports, 
states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Calcutta from the Department of Commercial Intelli- 
gence and Statistics. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 10,67 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 1,92 lakhs as compared 
with the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures rose by Rs. 1,78 lakhs from Rs. 12,54 lakhs 
in February, 1934, to Rs. 14,32 lakhs in the month under 
report, and re-exports also recorded an increase of Rs. 6 
lakhs, amounting to Rs. 33 lakhs. The comparison of the 
trade figures for March, 1934, and for the twelve months 
April, 1933-March, 1934, with those of the preceding month 
and the corresponding period of the previous fiscal year, is 
shown as follows :—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in March, 1934, was 
Rs. 9,42 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 14,18 lakhs in February, 1934, and Rs. 6,68 lakhs in 
March, 1933. During the twelve months ended March, 1934, 
the visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure 
was Rs. 91,94 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 68,29 lakhs in the corresponding year. The balance of 
remittances of funds in March, 1934, was minus Rs. 9,41 
lakhs and in the twelve months April, 1933-March, 1934, 
minus Rs. 60,44 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with March, 1933, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in March, 1934, decreased by Rs. 34 lakhs to 
Rs. 83 lakhs, those of raw materials by Rs. 38 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,54 lakhs, while those of manufactured articles rose 
by Rs. 52 lakhs to Rs. 8,10 lakhs. 


Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. 
and above (including beet), declined from 32,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 34 lakhs, to 6,000 tons, valued at Rs. 6 lakhs. 
Arrivals of raw tobacco rose from 225,000 lbs., valued at 
Rs. 2 lakhs, to 338,000 Ibs., valued at Rs. 5 lakhs. Arrivals 
of rice not in the husk recorded an increase, having 
amounted to 23,000 tons (Rs. 12 lakhs), as compared with 
1,000 tons (Rs. 1 lakh) in March, 1933. Imports of pro- 
visions and oilman’s stores recorded a decline of Rs. 4 
lakhs, due chiefly to lesser arrivals of canned and bottled 
provisions. 


Under raw materials, the imports of kerosene oil rose by 
one million gallons in quantity and by Rs. 6 lakhs in value. 
Imports of mineral oils other than kerosene stood at 14-4 
million gallons, valued at Rs. 39 lakhs, an improvement o/ 
400,000 gallons in quantity, but the value fell by Rs. 5 
lakhs. Imports of coconut oil recorded a decline of 123,000 
gallons in quantity and of Rs. 2 lakhs in value. Raw cotton 
(chiefly imported from Kenya Colony, Egypt and the United 
States) recorded a decline of 4,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 34 lakhs in value. 


Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures decreased by Rs. 6 lakhs. Imports of twist 
and yarn rose slightly from 2-7 million lbs. to 2-8 million lbs. 
in quantity and from Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs, 25 lakhs in value. 
Under cotton piece-goods, imports of grey goods fell from 
31 million yards, valued at Rs. 42 lakhs, to 25 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 36 lakhs, those of white goods from 39 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 66 lakhs, to 34 million yards, valued 
at Rs. 63 lakhs, while those of coloured goods improved 
from 33 million yards, valued at Rs. 70 lakhs, to 38 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 73 lakhs. Under iron and steel there 
was an improvement of Rs. 5 lakhs, due mainly to increases

under steel bars and beams and channels. The number of 
motor cars imported amounted to 891 and that of motor 
lorries, buses and vans to 720. The value of motor cars 
imported in March, 1934, amounted to Rs. 17 lakhs, and 
that of motor lorries, buses and vans to Rs. 8 lakhs. There 
were noticeable increases under machinery of all kinds, in- 
cluding belting for machinery (+ Rs. 10 lakhs), silk manu- 
factures (+ Rs. 94 lakhs), chemicals, drugs and medicines 
(+ Rs. 4 lakhs), and dyes and colours and copper, wrought 
(+ Rs. 2 lakhs), each, while there were decreases under 
wheat (— Rs. 15 lakhs), piece-goods of cotton and artificial 
silk (— Rs. 5 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with March, 1933, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in March, 1934, fell by Rs. 59 lakhs to Rs. 2,68 
lakhs. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, declined from 
277,000 tons to 223,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 1,72 
lakhs to Rs. 1,25 lakhs in value. Exports of tea contracted 
from 14 million lbs., valued at Rs. 81 lakhs, to 10 million 
lbs., valued at Rs. 74 lakhs. Shipments of tobacco, un- 
manufactured, rose from 1:9 million lbs. to 2-2 million 
lbs., but the value fell from Rs. 74 lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs. 
Exports of coffee decreased from 48,000 cwts. (Rs. 30 lakhs) 
to 39,000 cwts. (Rs. 21 lakhs). Dispatches of spices showed 
a decline of 3,000 cwts. in quantity, but the value recorded 
an increase of Rs. 1 lakh. Raw materials and produce 
exported advanced by Rs. 2,33 lakhs to Rs. 8,25 lakhs. 
Under this group raw cotton recorded an improvement of 
33,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 1,72 lakhs in value. Of 
the total shipments of 89,200 tons, Japan took 40,700 tons, 
the United Kingdom 11,100 tons, China 8,400 tons, Germany 
8,200 tons, Italy 7,000 tons, Belgium 3,400 tons, France 
3,300 tons, Spain 2,700 tons, the Netherlands 2,300 tons, and 
the United States 1,100 tons, the remainder being 
dispatched mainly to Greece and Poland. Consignments of 
raw jute increased from 49,000 tons to 56,000 tons and from 
Rs. 74 lakhs to Rs. 84 lakhs in value. Exports of lac im- 
proved by 52,000 cwts. to 82,000 cwts. in quantity and by 
Rs. 29 lakhs to Rs. 38 lakhs in value. Shipments of oilseeds 
dropped from 60,000 tons to 51,000 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 83 lakhs to Rs. 55 lakhs in value. Dispatches of 
groundnuts fell from 37,000 tons, valued at Rs. 54 lakhs, 
to 29,000 tons, valued at Rs. 28 lakhs. Linseed advanced 
considerably from 4,500 tons (Rs. 6 lakhs) to 9,600 tons 
(Rs. 11 lakhs). Castorseed fell from 8,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 103 lakhs, to 4,000 tons, valued at Rs. 434 lakhs. Exports 
of rapeseed declined by 1,800 tons in quantity and by Rs. 3 
lakhs in value, and amounted to 4,600 tons, worth Rs. 5 
lakhs. Shipments of raw wool advanced from 3-9 million 
lbs., valued at Rs. 13 lakhs, to 6-1 million lbs., valued at Rs. 
21 lakhs. Exports of raw hides and skins rose by 1,200 tons 
in quantity and by Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Exports of wolfram 
ore rose from 400 tons to 600 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 6 lakhs to Rs. 10 lakhs in value. Exports of raw rubber 
recorded an improvement of 2 million lbs. in quantity and 
of Rs. 6 lakhs in value. 


Manufactured goods improved by Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 3,25 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported contracted 
from 82 millions to 76 millions, and the value from Rs. 81 
lakhs to Rs. 80 lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped im- 
proved slightly from 27 millions, worth Rs. 65 lakhs, to 28 
millions, worth Rs. 66 lakhs. Exports of tanned hides and 
skins rose by 1,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 29 lakhs 
in value. There was a decline of Rs. 5 lakhs in exports of 
cotton yarn and manufactures and of Rs. 3 lakhs under 
parafin wax. 


TRADE WITH ForEIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
41 per cent. in March, 1933, to 42 per cent. in March, 1934, 
and in exports from 24 to 28 per cent. The shares of Ger- 
many, Japan and the United States in the month under 
report were 6, 16 and 8 per cent., respectively, under 
imports, and 8, 17 and 7 per cent. under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outward with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British possessions during March, 1934, amounted, re- 
spectively, to 723,000 and 726,000, as against 594,000 and 
653,000 in February, 1934, and 605,000 and 754,000 in 
March, 1933. During the twelve months ended March, 1934, 
the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted, respectively, to 7,360,000 and 7,717,000, as com- 
pared with 6,949,000 and 7,283,000 in the corresponding 
period of the preceding year.

Madras, May 5.—Light showers have fallen in parts, but 
paddy is withering in North Arcot owing to an insufficient 
supply of water. The condition of standing crops otherwise 
is fair, 


Bihar and Orissa, May 8.—There has been light to 
moderate rain except in Patna, Saran, Darbhanga, Sam- 
balpur and Palamau, where none has fallen. Standing 
crops, including sugarcane, are in good condition. The 
harvesting of sugarcane is almost finished and pressing con- 
tinues in a few districts. Dalua paddy has been harvested 
in Cuttack and Puri. The harvesting of rabi is complete 
and threshing continues, while the sowing of jute and 
bhadoi is progressing. 


Punjab, May 7.—Light rain has fallen in some districts, 
but the weather generally has been dry. The condition of 
standing crops is average to good, but considerable damage 
to wheat by rust is reported from Mianwali and Tahsil. 


Central Provinces, May 5.—The weather has been clear 
and hot. The threshing of rabi is going on in Jubbulpore. 


Bengal, April 14.—Rainfall has been light to moderate 
except in some places, where it has been heavy and benefited 
autumn crops. 


Assam, May 14.—The weather has been seasonable and 
crop prospects are fair.

CROP REPORT FOR MID-APRIL 


Although the general aspect is good the absence of spring 
rains will prevent the realisation of an exceptional crop of 
wheat; hail storms have caused certain damage in some 
places, and in others there is an absence of ground moisture ; 
on the whole the wheat production of the Colony is expected 
to be a good average. 


Harvesting of barley has started and a good crop is now 
on view; there is no demand. The general condition of the 
potato crop is satisfactory, and a good harvest is expected ; 
prices are somewhat low and demand is poor; old stocks are 
exhausted. 


The Lefka orange season is advancing, and fruit is too 
mature to stand the journey to European markets; prices 
have dropped; trees are flowering. The lemon season is 
over; flowering is moderate to good. Prospects for carobs 
vary in different localities from moderate to poor; little 
stock is available. Tobacco planting is now in full swing; 
licences have been taken out for a very much larger area 
than last year. Cumin prospects are good.

FRANCE 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN MARCH 
QUARTER 


(From the British Embassy) 


Paris 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in the 
first quarter of the year the value of imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 470 million francs, as against 510 
million frs. in the corresponding month of 1933, a decrease 
of 40 million frs., or 7-8 per cent. There was a rise in 
imports from Argentina, Australia, Austria and Japan 
(about 37 million frs.), but a fall in those from all other 
foreign countries separately classified in the returns. 


The value of exports to Great Britain in the first quarter 
of this year amounted to 425 million frs., as against 424 
million frs. in the corresponding period of the previous 
year. There was a rise in exports to Austria, Canada, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Estonia, Finland, Germany, 
Greece, the Irish Free State, Italy, Latvia, Lithuania, 
Norway, Poland, Roumania, Soviet Russia, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Turkey and Yugoslavia, but a fall in those to other 
foreign countries separately classified. 


The value of French imports from foreign countries during 
the period under review amounted to 5,171 million frs., as 
against 6,106 million frs. in the corresponding months of 
1933, a decrease of 935 million frs., or 15°3 per cent., and 
of exports to 3,088 million frs., as against 2,999 million frs., 
an increase of 89 million frs., or 2-9 per cent. The value of 
imports from French colonies and protectorates amounted 
to 1,485 million frs, as against 1,706 million frs., a decrease 
of 221 million frs., or 12-9 per cent., and of exports to 
1,426 million frs., as against 1,559 million frs., a decrease 
of 133 million frs., or 8°5 per cent. 


French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 2,083 million frs., as compared 
with one of 3,107 million frs., while trade with the colonies 
and protectorates showed an unfavourable balance of 
59 million frs., as against one of 147 million frs.

According to recent official statistics the total value of 
Norway’s imports in March was 69-6 million kroner, an 
amount considerably in excess of the figures for March, 
1933 and 1932, and for January or February, 1934. This 
was mainly due to an increase in imports of raw materials 
and instruments of production, e.g. the value of ships and 
machinery amounted to 12-1 million kr., as compared with 
4-5 million kr. in March last year. Other groups in which 
an increase was shown were cereals, seeds and strong feeding 
stuffs, fats, oils and greases and metals. 

The total value of exports during March was 650-6 
million kr., as compared with 46°6 million kr. in March, 
1933, and 40-1 million kr. in March, 1932.

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN APRIL 


Changes in the business situation during April presented 
more of mixed aspect than in the earlier months of the year, 
owing to divergent movements in the industries and in the 
markets for farm products, states the National City Bank of 
New York. 

In the industries both operations and employment made 
fresh gains. Curtailment appeared in coal mining and in 
some of the lighter industries which evidently had passed 
their spring peak, but it was offset by pronounced increases 
in automobile and steel production. Of course the im- 
portance of these two industries in general business is so 
great that any month in which they are expanding is certain 
to be a period of improvement in many other lines. 


Many of the automobile manufacturers, especially the 
makers of the three leading low-priced cars, drove their 
plants during April to their practical capacity. They are 








TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


experiencing a good sales demand, their dealers were poorly 
stocked for the spring season, and as they are by no means 
sure of escaping further labour troubles they have been 
anxious to get all the cars possible into dealers’ hands. 
Hence the only limit on their output has been the ability to 
produce, and the estimated outturn of about 400,000 cars 
and trucks is the highest in any month for four years. 


Stronc Position or Steet MIs 


The steel mills have a heavy backlog of unfilled orders, 
received after they had given notice of price advances at 
the beginning of the month. Operations in the last week of 
April were at 54 per cent. of capacity, according to the Iron 
and Steel Institute. This is the highest since last August, 
and compares with a peak of 59 per cent. last July. Trade 
authorities agree that if all the tonnage contracted for is 
to be delivered before July 1, as the code requires, mill 
operations must make a further advance. To be sure, part 
of the spurt may be at the expense of summer operations, 
due to requirements having been covered beyond the second 
quarter. However, the present situation is a strong one. 


Some of the laggard industries, such as the manufacturers 
of electrical and railway equipment, have better sales and 
larger unfilled orders, indicating that the obsolescence and 
wearing out of equipment, and the improved will to buy, 
may be turning the tide in that quarter as well as in the 
automobile situation. Taken as a whole, industrial opera- 
tions have increased by more than the usual seasonal per- 
centage, according to the preliminary figures. April was 
the fifth successive month of improvement, and such a show- 
ing, with all that it signifies in the way of increased employ- 
ment and satisfactory consumer demand, naturally generates 
optimism. 


Farm Prick WEAKNESS 


On the other hand the reappearance of weakness in prices 
of the chief farm products, including the grains, cotton and 
hogs, is a counterbalance to the good industrial reports. It 
was the more disturbing because it came at a time when the 
prices of the goods offered for sale to the farmers were 
mounting rapidly. Within the month further wage increases 
and price advances were put into effect, not only in steel, 
but in coal, automobiles, and other industries. Steel and 
coal are basic materials, the higher prices of which will have 
multiplied effects upon costs and prices of finished products 
of all kinds. Eventually all these increases will have to be 
paid by farmers and other consumers. 


The aim of all the efforts that have been made on behalf 
of agriculture, and indeed of the general policy of advancing 
commodity prices, has been not only to raise the actual 
prices of agricultural products, but to advance them relative 
to other prices, so that the farmer can buy more of other 
goods with his produce; but the trend in the past month was 
against the farmer on both sides of the account, and hence 
toward restriction of his buying power.

TURKEY—CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


CLEARING AGREEMENT 


H.M. Representative at Angora has forwarded copy of a 
Clearing Agreement between Turkey and Czechoslovakia 
which was signed at Angora on March 3 and became effective 
on the same date. The Agreement, which is based on a 
balance of payments, provides for the import into Turkey 
free of quota restrictions of a number of goods of Czecho- 
slovak origin, including cotton thread; certain classes of 
bleached cotton piece-goods and of linen piece goods; motor 
car and lorry tyres and inner tubes; certain classes of rubber 
manufactures; telegraph, telephone and wireless apparatus ; 
steam boilers; agricultural machinery and implements. Pro- 
vision is also made for the allocation of specific quotas to 
Czechoslovakia for certain goods, including woollen tissues 
and various cotton tissues. 

Goods of Turkish origin are to be admitted into Czecho- 
slovakia without any sort of restriction, except certain pro- 
ducts controlled by the syndicates governing the importa- 
tion of cereals and livestock and cereal and animal products. 

The Agreement will continue to be valid under the same 
conditions as the modus vivendi of September 19, 1929, 
between the two countries, i.e. until the conclusion of a 
definite commercial treaty, unless denounced at thirty days’ 
notice.

BRITISH INDIA 
EXCISE AND CUSTOMS DUTIES ON MATCHES 


In the issue of the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 12 (page 564), par- 
ticulars were given of a Bill, introduced in the Indian 
Legislative Assembly on March 13, which provided, inter 
alia, for the imposition of Excise duties on matches manu- 
factured in British India and for the modification of the 
duties on imported matches, with effect from April 1. H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has now reported, by tele- 
graph, to the effect that the Excise duties provided for in 
the Bill came into force on May 1, as from which date the 
following revised rates of import duty were imposed :—

REVISION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON TEXTILES, 
ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of May 3 
(page 690) and previous notices respecting the ‘‘ Indian 
Tariff (Textile Protection) Amendment Act, 1934,’’ H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in India has forwarded to the 
Board of Trade the full text of the Act, from which it 
would appear that the various Customs Tariff changes 
already reported in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ are correct, except that 
umbrella coverings have been deleted from the list of 
articles under item 158 L which are dutiable at the ad 
valorem rates of duty applicable to the fabric of which the 
article is wholly or mainly made. (See notice in the 


‘« B.T.J.”’ of April 26 (page 642).) 


INVOICES FOR CIGARETTES 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India has forwarded 
to the Board of Trade a copy of a notice issued by the 
Collector of Customs at Calcutta stating that, with the com- 
ing into effect of the new duties on cigarettes (see notice in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 5 (page 528) ), the weight of the

cigarettes (including the paper and not the tobacco only) is 
required for assessment. To facilitate check weightment 
and assessment, importers are requested to arrange with the 
suppliers to show gross and nett weights on the invoices. 


CANADA 


EMPIRE CONTENT REQUIREMENT: 
CHEMICALS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 3 (page 690) it should be noted that 
Memorandum No. 149, Second Revision, Supplement No. 4, 
issued on April 27 by the Dominion Department of National 
Revenue, states that, under the authority of an Order-in- 
Council dated April 24, for entry under the British Prefer- 
ential Tariff, on and after April 28 last, of the following 
chemicals and drugs, the requirement of one-half British 
content is reduced to one-quarter :— 

(1) Tartaric acid and all tartrates; 

(2) Bismuth metal and oxides or salts of bismuth; 

(3) Mercury metal and all chemical compounds of mer- 
cury, not including pharmaceutical or other pre- 
parations of which mercury or a mercury chemical 
compound is only one of several constituents; 

(4) Potassium metal, potassium hydroxide and salts of 
potassium ; 

(5) Bromine, bromides and other definite chemical com- 
pounds containing bromine, but not including 
pharmaceutical or other preparations of which 
bromine or a bromine chemical compound is only 
one of several constituents ; 

(6) Iodine, iodides and other definite chemical com- 
pounds containing iodine, but not including phar- 
maceutical or other preparations of which iodine 
or an iodine chemical compound is only one of 
several constituents ;

When materials, 
sold under a trade name or description, are provided for 
under the above groups and are invoiced under such trade 
name or description, the invoice, in addition to showing the 
group number under which 25 per cent. British content is 
permitted for British Preferential Tariff rates, should also 
show the ordinary phamaceutical or chemical name of the 
product, if possible. 


IRISH FREE STATE. 
CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade the text of Financial 
Resolutions passed by Dail Eireann imposing new and modi- 
fying other Customs duties on various goods imported into 
the Irish Free State. Particulars of the alterations are set 
out below. It will be observed that the various changes 
of duty took effect as from May 10, except those provided 
for in Financial Resolutions Nos. 10 and 12, which are effec- 
tive as from July 1 and May 28, respectively. 

Full details of the Tariff items previously anere to 
certain of the classes of goods affected, e.g. clothing, boots 
and shoes and motor cars, have not been reproduced in this 
notice.

1. The attention of importers, agents and other persons

Financial Resolution No. 6 revises the Customs duties on 
articles of personal clothing and wearing apparel. The 
following is the full text of a notice on the subject which 
has been issued by the Irish Free State Revenue Commis- 
sioner :— 


1. The attention of importers, agents and other persons 
concerned is drawn to the fact that on and after May 10, 
1934, the rates of duty heretofore chargeable on articles of 
personal clothing and wearing apparel are cancelled, and 
the rates shown in Schedule A hereto take effect, subject 
to the Minimum Duty Charges specified in Schedule B or 
in Schedule C, if, and as, applicable to the particular goods. 


2. Minimum Rates or Duty.—In the case of the articles, 
and classes of articles, specified in Schedules B and C, duty 
will be assessed at whichever of the following rates pro- 
duces, in each particular case, the greater amount of duty, 
that is to say :— 

(i) At the ordinary rate appropriate to the particular 
article, or class of article, as indicated in 
Schedule A; or, 

(ii) at the minimum rate per article, per dozen articles, 
or per dozen pairs, as shown in Column 3 of 
Schedule B or Schedule C, as appropriate. 


3. PREFERENTIAL Rates CANCELLED.—It is to be noted that 
no provision is made for Preferential Rates and, accord- 
ingly, all articles of personal clothing and wearing apparel 
will, in future, be subject to the rates of duty indicated 
in Schedule A, or, where applicable, to the Minimum Rates 
of duty indicated in Schedules B or C, as appropriate to the 
articles or classes of articles. 


4. Knirrep Ovrer GarmMeNnts.—Outer garments, which are 
knitted, or are made wholly or mainly of knitted fabric, 
will not be given the benefit of the rate of 40 per cent. 
specified at Reference No. 1 (a) of Schedule A hereto, unless 
the articles are so described on the relative invoices. Where 
the invoice description of any such goods omits to state that 
the article is knitted, or made of knitted fabric, duty 
will be levied at the rate of 60 per cent., and claims sub- 
sequently made for the reassessment at the lower rate will 
not be entertained. 


5. Ourer GARMENTS ror Boys anv Giris.—Attention is 
also directed to the fact that outer garments (not knitted), 
which are suitable and intended for wear by boys or girls, 
will not be admitted at the reduced rate of 40 per cent. in- 
dicated at Reference No. 1 (b) (ii) of Schedule A hereto, 
unless such garments are described on the relative invoices 
as ‘‘ Boys’’’ or, as the case may be, ‘‘ Girls’ ”’ outer gar- 
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ments of the particular trade description in question, and 
that the sizes, or lengths, of the articles are shown in every 
case. 


6. UNDERGARMENTS FoR INFANTS.—In the case of under- 
garments suitable and intended for wear by infants not 
exceeding three years of age, the reduced rate of 30 per cent. 
shown at Reference No. 2 (b) of Schedule A hereto will 
not be applied unless :— 


(i) The articles are described in the invoices as infants’ 
undergarments, and 

(ii) the sizes, or lengths thereof, are indicated in every 
case. 


7. Surets, etc., Exportep ror First Dressinc.—Shirts, 
collars, cuffs, etc., which are manufactured in Saorstat 
Eireann and are temporarily exported for the purpose of 
undergoing the process of first dressing, will, in future, 
be chargeable on reimportation with duty, calculated at the 
appropriate rate on the full value of the articles, including 
the cost of first dressing. 


8. ArnticLes Exportep AND ReimPporTED.—Subject to the 
exceptions dealt with in paragraph 7, all articles of 
personal clothing and wearing apparel which are being re- 
imported into Saorstat Eireann after exportation therefrom 
will be readmitted on payment of duty calculated at the 
appropriate rate on the c.i.f. value of any alterations, 
renovations, or repairs, etc., effected abroad; but the fact 
that no charge may be made for the alterations, etc., does 
not exempt the goods from liability to duty. In these latter 
cases, the goods must be accompanied by a statement from 
the consignors showing the price which would, in ordinary 
circumstances, be charged for the work executed abroad. 

Where, however, the goods are reimported in the same 
condition as they were exported from the Saorstat, re- 
admission will be allowed without payment of any duty, 
provided a statement to that effect is furnished by the con- 
signor, and that the Revenue Commissioners are satisfied 
as to the bona fides of the case. Further particulars as to 
the formalities to be observed in such cases may be obtained 
on application to this Office. 


9. Importers should take immediate steps to impress on 
foreign consignors the necessity for strict compliance in all 
cases with these requirements.

REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF 


Government Notice No. 37, published as a Supplement to 
the ‘‘ Nyasaland Government Gazette ”’ of April 5 last states 
that the following revised Customs Tariff has been intro- 
duced in Nyasaland, with effect from April 5 last. 

The road, river and wharfage dues at the rate of 3 per 
cent. ad valorem hitherto charged, with certain exceptions, 
on all imports and import goods in transit through the Pro- 
tectorate have at the same time been abolished.

Any motor vehicle deriving its motive power or any part of 
its motive power otherwise than from an engine Roe by a 











es 
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cylinder or cylinders shall be deemed to be of a horse-power 
exceeding 12 but not exceeding 15, provided that, where the 
motive , a is derived in the part from an engine worked b 
a cylinder or cylinders the horse-power of the vehicle shall not 
be deemed to * less than the horse-power attributable to the 
cylinder or cylinders of such engine. 

Where it appears that in consequence of the exceptional design 
or construction of the engine of any motor vehicle the horse. 
power as calculated under the foregoing rules is substantially less 
than the power which the engine 1s actually capable of develop. 
ing, the horse-power of the vehicle shall for the purpose of thege 
regulations be taken to be the same as that of a vehicle of equal 
efficiency deriving its motive power from a cylinder engine of 
the ordinary type. 

In measuring cylinders and calculating horse-power, fractions 
of an inch and fractions of a unit of horse-power are to be 
taken into account. 

For purposes of duty a fraction of a unit of horse-power shal] 
be taken as one horse-power, except under item 16 (1). 

The duty on whisky, brandy, rum and gin shall be calculated 
on the proof strength as shown by Sikes’ hydrometer at as low 
a temperature as possible. When such spirits are mixed with 
colouring, sweetening or other matter in solution tending to 
conceal the actual strength, an addition of 5 per cent. shall be 
made to the apparent strength as shown by the hydrometer in 
lieu of the test for obscuration. 

Six reputed quart bottles or twelve reputed pints shall be 
assumed to contain one liquid gallon. 

Reputed 12 oz., 14 oz., and 16 oz. packets of candles to be 
deemed to be of those weights respectively. 

Goods chargeable with duty by weight shall, except where 
otherwise provided for, be charged with duty on the net weight, 
which may be arrived at either by weighing net, or deducting 
from the gross weight the actual tare or an average tare agreed 
to by the importer. 

A complete article imported in an unassembled condition is 
liable to the rate of duty which would be applicable to that 
article if imported in a fully set-up condition, notwithstanding 
that the constituent parts are packed separately and are provided 
for elsewhere in the tariff.

ARGENTINA 


EXCHANGE CONTROL: CERTIFIED INVOICE 


The Argentine Exchange Control Regulations promulgated 
in November last provided, inter alia, that on declaring 
goods at the Customs importers must furnish, in addition 
to the usual documents, a copy of the commercial invoice 
bearing the Argentine Consular visa. This requirement was 
not, however, enforced, and subsequent Decrees of the 
Ministry of Finance authorised the acceptance, until 
May 31, of sworn statements as to value made by the im- 
porter. The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at 
Buenos Aires reports, by telegraph, that the period during 
which the importer’s sworn statement will be accepted in lieu 
of the commercial invoice with consular visa will be ex- 
tended to June 30 at least. 

Consular certificates of origin are still required. 


AUSTRIA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


In virtue of a Ministerial Order, dated April 19, 1934, 
shaped parts of porcelain for electrical purposes, not 
equipped, weighing less than 600 grammes (ex Tariff No. 
453 (b) (3) ) have been added, as from April 21, to the list of 
goods subject to import licence requirement. 


BELGIUM 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: LARD, ETC. 


The “‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of May 8 contains a Decree and 
Order, dated May 7 and effective on May 10, which provide 
that a licence must be obtained from the Belgian Ministry 
of Agriculture for the importation into Belgium of lard and 
other edible fats. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


CONSOLIDATION OF TURNOVER TAX ON 
TEXTILE RAW MATERIALS AND TEXTILE 
MANUFACTURES 


H.M. Representative at Prague has forwarded a transla- 
tion of a Government Ordinance (No. 61 of March 28, 1934), 
and effective as from April 1, 1934, which consolidates the 
turnover tax (covering all transactions) in respect of various 
textiles, certain raw materials for textiles, also fabrics and 
made-up goods. The rates applicable are 13 per cent. for 
yarns and thread, 5} per cent. for artificial flowers and 
parts thereof, Fez (Turkish caps), ornamental articles 
made of cord, braid, chenille, etc., clothing, underwear and 
other sewn articles of dress, also clothing and other articles 
made from elastic tissues and tissues and knitted materials 
coated or impregnated with rubber, and 6} per cent. for all 
other textile manufactures mentioned in the schedule to 
the Ordinance, which may be inspected by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. These rates, which are not subject to the 
temporary surcharge of 50 per cent. imposed by the Law of 
April 28, 1932, are chargeable on the duty-paid value (in- 
cluding transport costs) in the case of imported goods. 

It is also reported that the Ordinance of December 22, 
1932, fixing the rate of turnover tax on certain types of 
imported yarns at 1 per cent. of the duty-paid value (see the 
“ B.T.J.” of January 26, 1933 (page 155) ) has been repealed 
as from March 31, 1934. 


FRANCE 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: FISH 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of May 8 announces the 
exhaustion of the United Kingdom share of the quota fixed 
for the import into France of fresh or frozen brill, bass, 
sturgeon, grey mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and turbot 
(ex Tariff No. 45), in consequence of which imports of such 
fish may not be resumed until further notice. 


FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’? of May 12 contains a 
Decree and Order, dated May 11, which extend the system 
of restricting imports into France to specified quotas to 
apply to certain porcelain wares, false teeth and religious 
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books. We publish below particulars of the total quotas 
allotted for the period May 1 to June 30, which may, how- 
ever, be increased by not more than 300 per cent. No 
allocation of the quotas among the various supplying 
countries has been announced.

EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 


Issues of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of May 12 and 13 
announce the exhaustion of the quotas allotted for the im- 
portation of various goods into France until June 30, in 
consequence of which imports of these goods may not be re- 
sumed until further notice. United Kingdom trade is 
affected in the following cases :— 

Saws, files and rasps, scrapers, foundry tools, vices, screw 
receptacles, saw sets, pawls, centre-bits and certain drills, 
unspecified non-cutting tools, unspecified cutting tools 
(except forks and pitchforks)—from United Kingdom. 

Glue made from bones, sinews, skin, etc., in slabs, sheets, or 
powder, liquid, in jelly or in paste—from United 
Kingdom. 

Curried etc. hides and skins: fish, seal and other marine 
animals, snake, lizard, crocodile and other—from United 
Kingdom. 

Circular looms for knitting ribbed material, also component 
parts thereof—from United Kingdom. 

Lamp burners and gas burners and component parts thereof, 
whether or not polished, burnished, varnished or tinned— 
from United Kingdom. 

Vacuum cleaners, machines for waxing or applying polish, 
machines for cleaning footwear—from ‘‘ other ’’ countries, 
including United Kingdom. 


Sulphuric Acid.—The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of May 12 also 
announces that the quota for the import of sulphuric acid 
not commercially pure from ‘‘ other ’’ countries, including 
the United Kingdom, is not exhausted, as previously stated 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 10 (page 725) ) . 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF BRAZILIAN GOODS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of May 13 contains two 
Decrees, dated May 12 and effective on May 14, which make 
the following provisions affecting the treatment of Brazilian 
goods imported into France, viz. :— 

1. Withdrawal of special surtax equal to twice the 
“General” Tariff duties levied on goods imported 
into France and Algeria when originating in oF 
coming from Brazil. 

2. Grant of ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff treatment to all Brazilian 
products, with a few exceptions. 


FRANCE AND FRENCH COLONIES 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON CERTAIN 
FERTILISERS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ (page 726) it should be noted that 
the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ? of May 13 announces the 
withdrawal of the facility previously granted for the admis 
sion without licence of consignments of fertilisers weighing 
less than 20 kilogs.

EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: LAMP WICKS, ETC. 


H.M. Consul-General at Dakar reports, by telegraph, the 
exhaustion of the United Kingdom share of the quota 
allotted for the import, until December 31, of lamp wicks 
and similar articles, waxed cloth; glazed-coated cotton cloth; 
fishing lines; and unspecified tissues of cotton into the 
‘non-conventional part ”’ of French West Africa, in conse- 
quence of which imports of such goods may not be resumed 
until further notice. 


GERMANY 


CONTROL OF HIDES AND SKINS 


An Order, dated April 27, 1934, prolongs the prohibition 
imposed by the German Government on the purchase outside 
Germany of hides and skins, falling under No. 158 of the 
German Customs Tariff until May 25, 1934. 


SLAUGHTER TAX 


In virtue of a Law, dated March 24, 1934, and in force 
as from May 1, a slaughter tax (Schlachtsteuer) is imposed 
on cattle, pigs and sheep slaughtered in Germany. The same 
law establishes an equalisation tax (Schlachtausgleichsteuer) 
on meat and fat of cattle, pigs and sheep and on meat 
sausages imported into Germany.

Raw coffee—for roasting and putting up in tins. Pro- 
visional concession valid for one year. 

Artificial fibre “‘ celta ’’ type of 100, 120 and 150 deniers 
—for the manufacture of velvets (for a total quantity 
of 50,000 kilogs.): Provisional concession valid for 
one year. 

Wool yarn—to be finished (minimum quantity 100 
kilogs.). Provisional concession valid until December 
31, 1935. 

Trichloride of phosphorus—for the manufacture of chemi- 
cal products (minimum quantity 100 kilogs.). Pro- 
visional concession valid for two years. 

Small tubes (tubetti) of cellulose acetate—for the manu- 
facture of plaits for hats, and of hats. 


(2) The ‘‘ temporary importation ’”’ facilities already 
accorded to the following goods for certain purposes are 
extended as follows :— 

Steel in ingots, blooms and billets for the manufacture of 

insulator hooks and brackets (minimum quantity 500 


kilogs.). 


(3) The ‘‘ temporary importation ’’ facilities granted to 


Cinchona bark not powdered—for making quinine wine, 


and Cinchona bark not powdered and sulphate of quinine— 
for the manufacture of pharmaceutical products are with- 
drawn.

(4) The ‘‘ temporary exportation ’’ concessions previously

NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON LINEN, ETC., 
FABRICS (EXEMPTION) 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Febru- 
ary 8, 1984 (page 232), regarding, inter alia, the imposition 
of a temporary restriction on the importation into the 
Netherlands of flax, hemp and mixed linen goods, it 1s 
reported that a Ministerial Decree (No. 17413 H.P.C. of 
May 4, 1934) exempts bookbinders’ linen from the restriction 
in question. 


ROUMANIA

CUSTOMS DUTY INCREASES 


A Supplementary Agreement of October 23, 1931, between 
France and Spain provided for a reduction of certain 
Spanish Customs duties. This Agreement has now been ter- 
minated and the former rates of duty enforced, except in 
the case of motor cars, artificial silk yarn and tyres, the 
duties on which are fixed by the Italo-Spanish Commercial 
Treaty of 1932.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period May 10-20 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 137-84 per cent. 


(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
20 per cent. as notified in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


SYRIA 
DUTY-FREE IMPORTATIONS 


Seeds have hitherto been accorded duty-free admission 
into Syria only when imported for experimental purposes, 
but a recent Decree extends the facility of duty-free admis- 
sion for seeds to apply to the following :— 


(1) Seeds of all kinds in quantities up to 50 kilogs. 
when obtained from firms who specialise in the 
sale of seeds. 


(2) Seeds of certain specified kinds (including most of 
the more usual varieties of vegetable seeds) in 
quantities of more than 50 kilogs. when obtained 
from firms who specialise in the sale of seeds. 


(3) Seeds of other kinds in quantities of more than 
50 kilogs. when imported for experimental 
purposes. 


Flower seeds and flower bulbs are not entitled to duty-free 
admission. 


A further Decree provides for the duty-free importation 
of filter clarifiers for wine. 





BOOKS RECEIVED 


Power-driven Derrick Oranes. 

A revision of the British Standard Specifications for Derrick 
Cranes has now been completed by the issue of the British 
Standard Specification for Power-driven Derrick Cranes. 

The method of calculating the stresses, outlined in the 
addendum sheet circulated in May of last year, has now been 
accepted by the makers and users, and it has been incorporated 
in the present revision together with a number of other 
modifications. 

The Building (Amendment) Regulations, 1931, necessitate 
the reconditioning of cranes constructed prior to October, 
1931, to B.S.I. Standards as near as is reasonably practicable. 
In view of the large number of old cranes at work, and to

avoid undue hardship to owners of safe cranes, it was felt 
that guidance should be given in regard to the gearing on 
such cranes. It is neither practicable nor is it thought to be

Accordingly, after conferring with Home Office officials and 
with the National Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
a short paragraph covering cases of this kind has been em- 
bodied in the Gearing Clause, 26.

The new specification includes 
the breaking load for each chain; dimensions for the profiles 
and widths of the chain wheels; the rotary tooth-form cutters 
and the basic rack tooth shapes. Five Appendices are added 
dealing with manufacturing information on cutting sizes and 
tolerances for the chain wheels; turning dimensions for the 
wheel blanks; formula for wheel centre distance (two-point 
drives); pitch diameters for chain wheels; and metric equiva- 
lents of the British dimensions.

British Standard Angles and Tee Bars. 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued revised 
lists of the British Standard Equal Angles, Unequal Angles 
and Tee Bars, as B.S. Specification No. 4a—1934. 

This is the second revision of these sections which has taken 
place since their original issue in 1903, the first revision having 
been published in 1920, the moments of inertia and other 
geometrical properties being subsequently included with those 
of the other standard sections for structural purposes in the 
issue of the Section Book B.S.S. No. 6, which appeared in 
1924. It had been found, however, that a number of the 
original sections were still being ordered, and the present 
revision was decided upon with a view of incorporating those 
of the original and revised sections which were most in demand 
and eliminating those which experience had shown to be little 
used. 

The revised lists of Beams and Channels, which had been 
prepared on similar lines, was issued in 1932 as B.S.S. No. 4: 
the Bulb Angles and Bulb Plates are still under consideration. 

A new feature of the present lists of Angles is that in 
addition to the standard thicknesses, which are printed in 
heavy type, the properties of sections having thicknesses 
obtained by an adjustment of the rolls used for producing the 
standard profiles have been tabulated in steps of one-sixteenth 
of an inch, and these are printed in italics. This addition 
should make the book particularly helpful to designers of 
structural steelwork. The selection of these thicknesses for 
tabulation does not preclude other intermediate thicknesses 
being obtained, but all sections of other than the standard 
thicknesses will depart from the standard profiles as indicated 
in the paragraphs which are printed at the end of each list. 

Users and producers have co-operated as usual in its prepara- 
tion, and a list of the co-operating bodies, which covers the 
shipbuilding, railway rolling stock underframe and structural 
steel interests, and the steelmakers, is printed on the inside 
of the cover.

INTERNATIONAL UNIVERSAL EXHIBITION, 
BRUSSELS, 1935 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT PARTICIPATION 


Colonel Colville, Secretary to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, announced last Thursday in the House of Commons 
that the British Government will erect a national pavilion at 
the Internationa! Exhibition to be held at Brussels from 
May to October next year. Wide support is being given 
by other nations, no less than eighteen of whom are organ- 
ising official participations. The displays of both France 
and Germany are to be on a large and important scale, while 
it is understood that plans for an impressive Italian exhibit 
are well advanced. 

Following the decision to participate,.the Department of 
Overseas Trade is exploring the extent to which industry in 
this country will be prepared to support the official exhibit. 
A suitable site is being reserved with the agreement of the 
Belgian Exhibition Authorities, and preliminary plans for 
the United Kingdom pavilion are in hand. 


First oF RESTRICTED SERIES OF EXHIBITIONS 


The Brussels Exhibition is of particular interest, because 
it is the Exhibition which starts the new restricted series 
of exhibitions agreed to under the Convention of 1928 for 
the limitation of international exhibitions. 

As long ago as 1912 the question of constant pressure upon 
Governments to participate in international exhibitions at 
frequent intervals had become so acute that a conference 
was assembled in Berlin to deal with the problem, but owing 
to the war the agreement arrived at was never ratified. It 
became necessary, therefore, to recommence the work and 
it was not until 1928 that thirty countries, including all the 
leading European Powers, agreed that such exhibitions 
should only be held at fixed intervals. 


Errects oF LIMITATION CONVENTION 


The effects of the Convention will only be fully felt from 
now on. In future, international exhibitions at which 
foreign Governments are invited to erect national pavilions 
cannot be held in the signatory countries within a period of 
six years of each other. As the signatory countries have 
further agreed not to participate in such exhibitions held in 
non-contracting countries, the Convention should effectively 
prevent the too frequent holding of costly large-scale ex- 
hibitions from which little definite commercial advantage 
can with any certainty be derived. 

It will, however, still be possible to hold at shorter inter- 
vals smaller exhibition of a general character at which parti- 
cipating countries will not be expected to spend money on 
erecting pavilions. 

After the Brussels Exhibition of next year there can be 
no universal exhibitions of international scope at which the 
British Government could be officially asked to erect a 
national pavilion until 1941 at the earliest, and not again in 
Belgium until 1950.

STATUTORY RULES AND ORDERS, 1934. 


The Standards Department (Local Authorities) Fees 
Amendment Order, 1934, dated May 12, 1934, made 
by the Board of Trade with the approval of the 
Treasury under the Weights and Measures Act, 1889 
(52 & 53 Vict. ¢.21) and the Fees (Increase) Act, 
1923 (13 Geo. 5, c.4). 


In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by 
Section 8 of the Weights and Measures Act, 1889 (52 & 53

1. Where at the request of the Board of Trade any local 
standard, scalebeam, balance or apparatus for the use of 
Inspectors of Weights and Measures is verified in situ 
before the end of the period within which it is required to 
be reverified the fee prescribed for the comparison and veri- 
fication thereof in the Standards Department (Local 
Authorities) Fees Order, 1925, shall be reduced in the case 
of weights and weighing apparatus by 10 per cent. and in 
the case of measures and measuring apparatus by 5 per 
cent. for each period of six months by which date upon 
which it is verified precedes the last day in such period. 

2. This Order may be cited as the Standards Department 
(Local Authorities Fees) Amendment Order, 1934.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for par- 
ticular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit an 
oversea country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers.

Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries should 
clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(8) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries 4s 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tions reguired,
